H. Butler informed the aldermen 
that he had been definitely prom­ 
ised by both Harris Rodgers, chair 
man of the State Highway Com­ 
mission, and M. H. Gwinn, district 
engineer, 
that this improvement 
will be completed this y ear — at 
least as far as the intersection. 
All property owners 
on 
the 
south side of the effected stretch 
of highway have signed up to al­ 
low the needed easements across 
their properties except two, and, 
it is assumed, if negotiations con­ 
tinue to fail in securing the co­ 
operation of these property own­ 
ers, the state will probably insti­ 
tute condemnation suits to secure 
the land. 
It is also understood, May or 
Butler said, that the Missouri Pa­ 
cific Railroad is working out de­ 
tails for granting an easement a- 
long its property on the north 
side of the highway . 
Gwinn, the district engineer for 
this, the tenth district, was out of 
town this morning, but Rex Whit­ 
ten, chief engineer at the State 
Highway Commission office 
in 
Jefferson City , told The Standard 
that bids would be asked for on 
this particular improvement when 
certain formalities are completed. 
These are securing rights of way 
for the entire stretch and comple­ 
tion of all plans for the improve­ 
ment. 
With these in hand it is assum­ 
ed the call for bids would be in­ 
cluded in the next bid call after 
the district office has notified the 
state that the preliminary require­ 
ments hr.v« been completed. This 
means, Whitten said, that the bid 
call would probably be made eith­ 
er Sept. 29 or on the next call Oct. 
27. 
This widening project will cost, 
several hundred thousands of dol­ 
lars and, it is estimated, would re­ 
quire about two months to com­ 
plete.

present roadway of 
some 22 foot width would be in­

The Scripture selection for t h e 
present lesson study is o ne co ntain­ 
ing some of the m o st sublim e and 
co m fo rting words 
in 
all 
hum an 
literature. It is the 55th chapter 
of that book of the Oki T estam ent 
which bears the nam e of Isaiah 
and can very pro fitably be co m . 
mitted to m em o ry. 
M any Bible scho lars do not be­ 
lieve that the pro phet Isaiah wrote 
this chapter. Many contend that at 
least three autho rs co ntributed to 
the book: that the first 39 chap­ 
ters cam e fro m the m ind and pen 
of the royal pro phet Isaiah, the 
chanters 40 to 55 inclusive w ere 
written by ano ther and that p e r­ 
haps the rem ainder of the book 
is the pro duct of one o r m o re a d ­ 
ditio nal autho rs. 
Certain it is that the pro phet Isa_ 
iah lived and prophesied co ncern­ 
ing the captivity which threatened 
the people of Judah 150 yea rs b e­ 
fore it o ccurred. It was a mes_ 
sage of warning against sins being 
co m m itted, of pleading to d ep art 
from such sins and of punishm ent 
sure to co m e and which did co m e 
because Judah persisted in its sins, 
for which it suffered the captivity 
of its people. 
The m essage for o ur co nsidera­ 
tion is to the descendants of Isa ­ 
iah ’s people and 200 years later, 
a people who have suffered for the 
sins of their fathers, a people who 
are now being prepared by Je h o v­ 
ah for the return to the land of 
their fathers. It is a m essage of 
nope, enco uragem ent, pro m ise; :t 
is a vision of a new and b etter 
day a now and resto red existence 
for the Jewish people, a resto red 
ho me and a resto red o ppo rtunity 
lo fulfill the mission God had o rig­ 
inally given them. 
While here is a m essage p ro m is­ 
ing the end of their captivity and 
a return to the land of their fo rm ­ 
er kingdom, it is also a m essage 
defining certain conditions which 
m ust be met 
by 
these 
captive 
Jew s before that return can begin. 
It is only reaso nable to assum e 
that the autho r of this 
m essage 
was one who was living 
am o ng 
the Jewish captives at the tim e 
and who was fully aw are of the 
conditions under which they w ere 
then living. His m essage is moving- 


deserted them . Not so. says this 
pro phet. 
He 
would 
have 
these 
do ubting and despo ndent ones to 
■Incline yo ur ear, 
and come lo 
me; h ear, that yo ur soul m ay live” . 
H ere was the pro m ise, if the con­ 
ditions w ere m et, th a t the soul, the 
spirit of these people should live in 
a larger, b etter way than even be_ 
fore the captivity. 
So me of the captive Jew s had 
fo rgo tten that their real mission in 
life was to reveal Jeho vah and his 
way to all m ankind. They had en­ 
gaged in 
business 
in 
Babylonia, 
had beco m e w ealthy and had made 
wealth their god. To these this un­ 
known pro phet pleads, “ Let t h e 
! wicked fo rsake his way and the un- 
' righteo us m an his tho ughts: let him 
| return unto the Lo rd, and he will 
have 
m ercy 
and 
pardo n.” Such 
fo rsaking and such returning were 
necessary in p reparing this cap. 
tive peo ple to enjo y freedo m again 
and again to engage in their holy 
i mission. 
M any of the Jew s who had been 
taken into captivity and their de­ 
scendants had rem ained true to 
Jeho vah. They had continued to 
wo rship him. to believe in h i s 
pro m ises and to place themselves 


spiritually in his care and keeping. 
They w ere the rem nant wo rthy of 
a return to the land of their fathers 
and to an o ppo rtunity to fulfill the 
mission God had given their fath ­ 
ers. 


To those faithful ones and to 
those who would be resto red to 
faith in service for Jeho vah, and 
thus m ade fit for the return fro m 
captivity, the pro m ise was, 
“ Ye 
shall go out ii. joy, and be led forth 
in peace.” 


We, loo, can go, without m o ney 
and without price, to the o ne who 
alone can supply o ur greatest need, 
salvatio n and freedo m from t h e 
captivity of sin. We. too, need to 
quit spending o ur time, o ur talents, 
our m aterial po ssessio ns for that 
which does not satisfy thirsty and 
hungry souls. 
We, too, need to “ Seek the Lo rd 
while he m a y be fo und” — because 
he can be found.
